Patients’ rights 
demand protection 


This commentary on current 
health matters is written in 
conjunction with Craig A. 
Backs, M.D., a board-certified 
internist practicing in 
Springfield, President of the 
Tilinois Society of Internal 
Medicine and a member of the 
Illinois State Medical Society. 








As managed care grows to 
greater prominence in the 
health care environment, we 
are all forced to re-evaluate 
the way our medical needs are 
met. The emergence of entities 
such as health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs) and 
preferred provider 
organizations (PPOs) Has 
changed the way doctors do 
their jobs and the way patients 
receive care. 

This new system has, to its 
credit, helped regain some 
control over the growing cost 
of health care. However, in 
some cases it has also put 
unnecessary strain on the 
doctor-patient relationship. As 
clerks, CEOs and medical 
directors of managed care 
companies gain influence in 
medical decision making, we 
must put rules in place that 
assure each patient’s right to 
quality health care is 
guaranteed 

Your doctors are already 
fighting for the rights of 
patients. Physicians believe 
that a legitimate, 
comprehensive solution to the 
troubles of managed care can 
be found in the assurance of 
five basic patient rights: 


© The right to high quality 
medical care; 


© The right to choose the 
doctors who care for you; 


© The right of you and your 
health care professionals to 
make treatment decisions 
based on your individual 
needs; 


© The right to be confident 
that your health care 
professional is working as your 
advocate; and, 


© The right to clear, 
understandable, complete and 
timely. information from your 
managed care plan 

These rights, doctors firmly 
believe, are basic elements 
necessary to ensuring quality 
medical care. They will be 
assured under a proposed new 
law called the Managed Care 
Patient Rights Act, which has 
attracted more than 50 
co-sponsors in the Illinois 
General Assembly. Physicians 
believe that no one, 
particularly insurance 
companies, should be allowed 
to. weaken the doctor-patient 
relationship by dictating what 
care is appropriate 

Your doctors also believe 
government has a duty to 
protect the public heaith and, 
as-such, should take an active 
role in the enforcement of 
these rights. We cannot rely on 
the insurance industry to 
regulate itself. Its primary 
interest is not the public 
health, but rather its own 
financial health. 
A comprehensive approach is 
needed to assure quality 
standards of care are met for 
all Illinois patients dealing 
with managed care plans. 
Patients and their physicians 
need to be in control of 
medical decisions.

It is a disgusting job: Along 
a half-mile stretch of County 
Road I pick up the beer cans, 
the empty cigarette packs, the 
Kleenex and diapers, the’ fast 
food boxes, bags and Styro- 
foam cups, the pornography 
and prophylactics, that people 
throw out. 

The litter is an eyeso: 
a public health hazard 
not just a problem along our 
little part of Madison yunty ; 
if you look you will see that 
everywhere our land is being 
covered with garbage. 

Is there anything that can be 
done? Other states have posted 
litter fines. Colorado’s is 
$1,000. These states don’t seem 
to have the amount of trash 
strewn along their roads that I 
see in Illinois. The garbage 
along the roads makes a state- 
ment about the people of 
Southern Illinois. 

I realize it will probably take 
a combination of approaches, 
legal and educational, to clean 
up our act. But the same nice 
kids who make recycling post- 
ers in second grade, turn 16 
and head to the county roads 
to drink Bud, Bud Light, Bud 
Ice, Zima, Seagrams, Old Mil 
waukee. We must have the 
public will to create and 
enforce laws which will effec- 
tively act to deter such 
thoughtless and irresponsible 
behavior on the part of Illinois 
motorists. 

Thank you for listening to 
tirade. It makes me angry 
because, in a sense, the litter 
is being tossed into’ my “back 
yard.” I love these woods and 
fields and hate to see them 
trashed. I know it is a complex 
issue and not easily solved

Local property taxes have 
risen to make up for the 


state’s failure to live up to its 
responsibility to fund the 
schools. Any system of school 
funding reform must contain 
substantial guarantees of prop- 
erty tax relief. 

There is great inequity in 
our present system of funding 
schools. Illinois ranks 44th out 
of the 50 states with regard to 
inequality of funding. There 
are only six states in the union 
which are in worse condition 
than Illinois when it comes to 
inequitable funding. 

e quality of a child’s edu- 
cation should not be an ac' 
dent of birth. We must raise 
the state-supported foundation 
level for each student in Ili- 
nois to $4,500. This will raise 
the level in poorer districts, 
yet it will not harm districts 
which have more resources. 

This is essential; no system 
of school funding reform can 
be implemented which will 
hurt even one school district. 
No child’s education can be cut 
back to help another. All chil- 
dren must be helped. 

Illinois ranks 48th 






in the 


amount of state aid to educa- 
tion. Our state must put more 
money into funding schools. All 
districts and all children must 
be helped, and_ substantial 
property tax relief must be 
guaranteed 

It is our moral responsibility 
to provide a quality education 
for every child in the state of 
Illinois. All 1.9 million children 
must have access to a quality 
school 

Please tell your legislators:

He has 
been a good alderman and | know 
he'll be an outstanding supervi- 
sor,’’ Selph said Tuesday. ‘/He is 
a great friend and I’m excited 
about his participation in township 
government.” 

In fact, when Seiph asked Tues- 
day that plaques be prepared for 
“both’’ outgoing aldermen 
Eddie Asadorian and Walter 
ton — he was excluding Shipley 
from that group, whether con- 
sciously or unconsciously, in hope 
that Shipley could retain the alder- 
manic post. 

But Township Attorney Bill 
Schooley said last week that Shi- 
pley could not give up the town- 
ship trustee position without also 
giving up the city post. Because 
Granite City and Granite City 
Township are considered cotermi- 
nous, state law defines the town 
board as the city’s elected alder- 
men, Schooley said. 

Madison County State’s Attorney 

Haine confirmed Schooley’s 
ruling Wednesday, reiterating his 
observation that Granite City gov- 
ernment is ‘‘unique’’ and ‘‘an 
anomaly 

“Mr. Shipley and Mayor Selph 
explored the possibility that (Shi- 
pley) could remain an alderman 
after resigning from the town 
board. The problem is there is no 
provision for that in the law,’’ 
Haine said. ‘The trustee position 
is defined. by law. As an alder- 
man, he automatically becomes a 
town board member.’’ 

Haine explained first that Shi 
pley could not a townsh 
trustee while serving as township 
supervisor. 

“He cannot set foot in the 
camp of the legislative branch and

branch,’’ Haine said. ‘‘He is 2 
fish by virtue of the town board 
position and a fowl by virtue of 
the supervisor position. He has to 
be fish or fowl.

Haine acknowledged that the 
ruling creates the unlikely prospect 
that someone who neither lives 
nor pays taxes in Granite City 
Township could sit on the town 
board. 

Selph has the responsibility to 
appoint Shipley’s successor as 
alderman. State law provides that 
the person appointed can reside 
anywhere in the city’ — including 
those areas of Nameoki or Chou- 
teau township that are within the 
city limits. 

Theoretically — and legally — 
Selph could appoint a resident of 
Nameoki Township as alderman 
and that person would serve on 
the Granite City Town Board 
virtue of the office,’” Haine said. 

“1 don’t attempt to sit down 
and justify it,’ Haine said. “‘I 
would be better to sit down and 
try to tell you how many angles 
sit. on the head of a pin than to 
justify this situation.”’ 

Granite City and the township 
were once coterminous — sharing 
identical boundaries. But after a 
group of residents who were forci- 
bly annexed into the city voted 
referendum to remain in Nameoki 
Township, the city’s boundaries 
varied slightly: from township 
boundaries.

Hidden Side of Coaching 


Outside work stretches roles for many

This is the first of a five-part 
series entitled “The Hidden 
Side of Coaching,"’ an exami- 
nation of what goes on for 
coaches behind the scenes and 
away from the playing field. 

Coaching high school sports 
is similar to an iceberg. Only 
a small portion of the whole is 
visible to spectators. The rest 
remains hidden beneath the 
surface 

Practice and games are the 
most obvious elements of 
coaching, though they last only 
the length of the season. Hid- 
den from view is the part that 
stretches through the offseason 


and which, even through the 
season, can monopolize a 
coach's time and energy 

This is the hidden side of 
coaching 

Bob Shannon, head football 
coach at Alton High School, 
has been a teacher for 26 
years and coached football at 
East St. Louis Senior for 19 
years. He coached the Flyers 
to six state titles. 

“During the season,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘I probably spend almost 
equal time on football and per- 
sonal problems the kids have. 
When you add in other ele

And during the offseason, 
nearly all my time is taken up 
with these other matters, 
mostly with the kids’ prob- 
lems.”’
